But last year, when the vote 
on the admission of Hed China 
to the UN came up, there were 
two more nations on our side 
than there were this year. 
There were five fewer nations 
in favor of Red China than 
this year. And only nine 
nations sat on their hands. 
But one of the most inter- 
esting things about this 
diminishing vote in our favor 
was revealed by Leslie Gould, 
the financial editor of the 
New York Journal-American. It 
has to do with those fantas- 
tic foreign handouts which 
our government makes to 
countries all over the world, 
with your tax money. These 
handouts, we are told day in 
and day out, are necessary 
in order to keep foreign 
countries on our side in the 


SOMETHING SUICIDAL? 


There is another interest- 
ing fact about Mr. Gould’s 
figures. Whichsingle country, 
of this batch of supposed 
American ‘friends,’ got the 
biggest slice of foreign aid? 
It is hard to believe, but 
it was Communist Yugoslavia. 
More than a billionanda half 
of your money went to Dicta-

world struggle against com- 
munism. But Mr. Gould made an 
amazing discovery with regard 
to this all-important vote on 
Red China in the United 
Nations. 

Of the 34 nations which 
voted against us — that is, 
which voted in favor of Ked 
China - 20 of them have got- 
ten handouts from America 
totalling more than six bil- 
lion dollars. Another five 
nations which sat back and 
did not vote got from us 
nearly two billion dollars. 
This makes a total of nearly 
eight billion dollars of your 
money which our government 
poured into just these 25 
nations. But when a crucial 
vote of great importance came 
in the United Nations, these 
countries were on the side 
not of generous Uncle Sam, 
but on the side of Soviet

tor Tito and his Red regime. 
But of course when the show- 
down came in the United 
Nations, Yugoslavia voted 
against us and in favor of 
Ked China. 

This may be a good time to 
ask: What kind of future 
trouble are we building up 
for ourselves with foreign 
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handouts like these? he hear 
a great deal these days about 
the industrial progress of 
the Soviet Union — about what 
is called the ‘Soviet econ- 
omic threat.’ Most of this is 
pure bunk, designed to scare 
us into throwing more money 
than ever around the world. 
But no one can deny that in 
some respects Soviet Hussia 
has made some progress, 
though she is still far be- 
hind the United States - so 
far behind that she will 
probably never catch up to 
us. That is, she won’t catch 
up unless we ourselves imi- 
tate her system to the extent 
that we will become as medi- 
ocre, industrially and con- 
mercially, as she is. 

But to get back to these 


foreign handouts. How did 
Communist Russia make such 
progress as she has managed 
to achieve? She did not do it 
through the operation of her 
socialist system. No matter 
what anyone tells you, social- 
ism or communism can never 
compete materially with the 
free, capitalist system. But 
did it ever occur to you that 
a good deal of Kussia’s pro- 
gress is due to American 
money and know-how? Many peo- 
ple have forgotten what 
happened during World war II. 
After a quarter century of 
communism, Soviet Kussia 
could not withstand the on- 
slaught of Hitler’s Nazi 
legions. Russia had more than 
twice the population, and 
many times the land area of 
Germany. But the Nazi hordes 
overran Russia. She was not 
saved by her own guns, tanks, 
planes and industrial know- 
how. She was saved by the 
guns, tanks, planes, food and 
a thousand other things of 
hated capitalist America. \e 
poured 11 billion dollars’ 
worth of everything under the 
sun into Communist Russia, 
together with experts, tech- 
nicians, engineers, etc. 
Despite the devastation of 
war, it was this so-called 
Lend-Lease aid (we never got 
any of it back) which gave the 








Soviet Union a semblance of 
progress. As late as 1947 - 
two years after Ked Russia 
had shown her true colors and 
had started the cold war — we 
sent her more than a million 
dollars’ worth of generators 
and steam turbines, more than 
two and a half million dol- 
lars’ worth of oil well mach- 
inery, a million dollars’ 
worth of mining equipment 
plus innumerable other neces- 
sities of industrial progress 
such as motors, compressors, 
transformers, steam boilers, 
metal-cutting tools, etc.

Besides, how much longer 
can we ourselves stand this 
drain on our resources. Our 
free, capitalist system is 
the strongest in the world. 
But no system, no matter how 
strong, can support the whole 
world. We are already one of 
the most heavily taxed nations 
on earth. But in spite of the 
great bite which the national 
government takes out of our 
incomes each year, it looks 
as if it is running into 
trouble again. The government 
was supposed to have a sur- 
plus for the current fiscal 
vear of around four billion 
dollars. That is, it figured 





last dozen years we nave been 
doing the same thing with re- 
gard to practically every 
other nation on earth, in- 
cluding communist nations 
like Poland and Yugoslavia, 
and socialist nations like 
India. But is there not some- 
thing suicidal in this policy 
of milking to death our free 
system in order to build up 
its natural enemies in other 
nations? Must we wait until 
these recipients of our aid 
turn on us, as Soviet Russia 
did, before we realize that 
we are the biggest suckers 
in the world? 


it would take in four billion 
more than it paid out — and 
maybe use the extra money to 
reduce somewhat that fantas- 
tic public debt which hangs 
over our heads. 

But now it turns out that 
the surplus may be only a 
littleovera billion dollars. 
And even that could disappear 
overnight. A slight slump in 
business, for instance, would 
reduce the amount the govern- 
ment collects in taxes. If 
the hoped-for surplus dis- 
appears, it means the govern- 
ment will beinthe red again. 
Then it must either raise 
taxes — on top of an already 
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unbearable tax burden - or 
turn to borrowing to meet its 
expenditures. If it turns to 
borrowing, that means more 
inflation. It also means more 
taxes, because the new bor- 
rowing would make the public 
debt bigger than ever. And 
the debt is already so tre- 
mendous that the interest 
charge, which must come out 
of taxes, is the second larg- 


est item in the national 


budget, surpassed only by 
defense expenditures. 

Of course, the sound and 
sane answer to all this is to 
cut government expenditures. 
And it looks as if a splendid 
place to start would be with 
these foreign handouts which, 
as we have seen, bring us 
nothing but trouble and win 
us not friends, but enemies 
when the chips are down.

So a 
closer look is in order, to 
see if we can disoover what 
our entertainment dollars go 
for when we pay to see this 
super-duper spectacle. 

Spartacus, in case you have 
forgotten your ancient histo- 
ry, was a Thracian who lived 
two or three decades before 
the birth of Christ. He was 
sold as a slave to become a 
Roman gladiator - a quite 
common practice in those be- 
nighted days. Spartacus 
escaped and, with other run- 
away slaves, led a revolt 
which rocked southern Italy 
with mayhem and violence un- 
til it was finally put down 
amid much blood- letting. 

In the ancient Homan world, 








slavery and its concomitant 
evils were an accepted part 
of life. Revolts were fre- 
quent, though the one led by 
Spartacus became famous be- 
cause of its size and breadth. 
But there was no parallel 
between the slave-ruler re- 
lationships of ancient Kome, 
and our modern industrial 
society. The revolt of Spar- 
tacus was an uprising of 
slaves against the Homan 
aristocracy. However, every- 
thing — no matter how remote- 
is grist to the mills of 
communist propaganda. So some 
years ago Howard Fast (who 
has since defected from his 
old Ked connections) wrote a 
novel about Spartacus. The 
story he told had no relation 
to historical fact. It may be 
hard to believe, but in Fast’s 
novel Spartacus became a 
communist hero leading a re- 
volt against capitalist-im- 
perialism — in ancient Rome! 

There are, of course, many 
authoritative accounts of 
this episode by eminent schol - 
ars on ancient Kome. But 
Universal-International did 
not go to these sources for 
its spectacular movie. It 
went to Howard Fast for his 
version of the Spartacus 
story, written while he was 
still a communist. 

We do not know whether or 


not the current movie version 
of Spartacus based on the 
Fast novel, follows Fast’s 
historical fiction to the 
letter. We have not seen the 
picture version because we 
can think of better ways to 
spend a couple of bucks. But 
we may assume that it has not 
strayed far from this weird 
propaganda line when we note 
who was hired to prepare the 
film script. 

Some years ago, the country 
was startled to discover that 
the communists and their 
friends had invaded Hollywood. 
They were having a grand and 
glorious time sneaking Red 
propaganda into the movies - 
and getting well paid for it! 
The House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee called before 
it a number of these char- 
acters and questioned them 
about their communist connec- 
tions. They thumbed their 
noses at the Committee and 
hid behind the Fifth Amend- 
ment. Congress cited them for 
contempt; they were tried, 
found guilty, and served a 
term in jail. These ex-jail- 
birds became known as The 
Hollywood Ten. 

So when Universal-Interna- 
tional looked around for a 
scriptwriter to turn Howard 
Fast’s novel into a movie, it 
did not find him among hun- 
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dreds of competent but pro- 
American scriptwriters. It 
picked one of The Hollywood 
Ten - Mr. Dalton Trumbo. And 
as though anxious to spit in 
the eye of every American 
opposed to the communist con- 
spiracy and those who con- 
sciously or unconsciously do 
its dirty work, U-I boldly 
and ‘bravely’ (in ‘liberal’ 
doubletalk) publicly credited 
Trumbo with his part in the 
production of the picture. 

We are not, of course, dis- 
puting Universal-Internati on- 
al’s right to buy a pro-con- 
munist novel or to hire a 


pro-communist scriptwriter to 
put it into movie form. But 
neither can U-I, or any other 
movie producer, dispute the 
right of other Americans - 
deeply concerned about the 
communist menace — to call 
attention to these strange 
activities. Nor can it be 
disputed that such Americans 
have a right not to contribute 
a red cent (no pun intended) 
to the profits of a movie 
producer who wishes to run 
his business ina manner which 
cannot fail to please the 
Keds and their dupes.
